The "War of the Tariffs^' ^aa 
long and tieico. Even yet the ^ember 

who led the victorious battalions con- 
tendiiijj for froo bicad :uul low taxa- 
tion Ih occaHioiially taunted with havin|^' 
"deBtroycd the country." Lot us hoo 
how the couutry haa been "debtroyed." 
We have boon permitted to conipilc 
the following statiatics from the Cuh- 
toui HouHO Boohs, deeming it a litting 
time to place facts bearing upon the 
subject before the country. During 
the quarter ending 30th Sept, 1871, the 
value of goods imported was $135,857; 
and the duty paid thereon §100, 'J51. 
During the Quarter ending Slst Doc, 

1871, the value of goods imported was 
$;]30,929; and the duty paid thereon 
*74,635. Total imports for the half- 
year $766, 28(!. Total duties f 175,58'.). 
During the quarter ending 80th Sept. 

1872, the value of imports was $507 ,(118; 
and the duties paid thereon $87,87'.). 
During the Quarter ending 3l8t Doc. 
1872, the value of imports was ?19G,- 
818; and the duties paid thereon, ?t)i)- 
510. Total inqiort.-! for the half year 
$1,003,01)(). Total duties $157,1-28. It 
may be renuukod that those two half 
years may be taken as a fair gauge of 
the difference in th^ rate of duty paid 
under the two tariffs. The reader 
will see that, although the imports 
under the Canadian tariff exceed 
those under the old tnriil" by $327,710, 
equal to about forty per cent, 
the duty paid thereon was 
less by |il8,161. Let us state it in 
another form : Had the old tariff been 
in force last yeiiv the Pnjvinco would 
have paid $250,1)81 12 in duties 
during the last half of the year, .§93,253 
^ Xltpx& than it did pay under. the...Gana- 
diah tariff. If these two Quarters be ac- 
oeptotl as a paugo of the year's iuijiorta- 
tioiiH, it will be fonml that the I'roviiico 
saved S 180,500 81 iu duties last year by the 
Canadian tariff. It will thus he soon that 
the saving under the (.'anadian tariff is 
nearly double what its most ardent advo- 
cates claimed. And this is tlio "ruin" in- 
flicted upon the country by the adoption 
of the Canadian tariff! We only wish the 
Province could got a dose of this kind of 
ruin every year. 

The Affrsudan Muddle Again 

Iu dealing with this subject yesterday, 
we overlooked one fact of considerublo 

' importance. In the Land Begisiry- Ur- 
dinance, 1870, couain-german to the Land 
Ordinance of that year, it is provided that 
former laws on the subject are repealed, 
save and except that all acts, matters, and 
things lawfuUj- done thereunder shall not 
thereby be affected, and all rights and in. 
terests created by the said Acts and Or- 

.jdi^anceB, or any of them, shall bo and are 
^ireby expressly preserved and reserved 

. hi like manner as if this Ordinance had 
not been ])assed, and iiolwithsfanding 
anything herein contaiui'd to the con- 
trary." .\nil the Local Cfovernnient has 
not lu'silatod nor coasr>d to rocoijni/.c 
rights thus preserved. Htill morn to thf 
point, turning to the Land Ordinance, 
1870, we find that, in repealing foriuei 
laws, it IS distinctly i)rovidod thiit '•such 
repeal shall not prejudice or afTcct any 
rights aci|uir(Hl or paynient.s or forfeitures 
or penalties incurred prior to the passing 
of this Ordinance in respect to any land 
in this Colony." Could anything lie 
))lainer or morn cDiiclnsive ? It has ul- 
roady been shown tluit tlioso who jire- 
cmi)t(!d ])rcvious to this l,\st cited Drdiu- 
aiK'o !i'.'(purc(i the rijdit tn i)ui-(!li;is(> n <'i'i-- 
tain aniiiunt of ailjaceiU land. Tiie Jj:in(l 
Ordinance, 1870, distinctly preserves that 
right. The Treaty of Union does not 
take it away, and yet the Local Govern- 
ment n^fuscs to n-i-ognizo it ! Th« posi- 
tion ;i[)])riirs ti.1 u-^ to 1)R simply alisunl. 
Looking at the nKitter in the light of the 
above jitcd provisic ms , there need Ije no 
anxiety about tlie reiiult. WJien the 
question shall be fairly and fully submitt- 
ed to the Federal authorities, we feel con- 
fident it will be decided that t!io Provin- 
cial Government poss'.'sses the necessurv 
power t') Rive titles to tiir^ laruhi in disj)nl'n 
and that I'edei-al Icgishition is, therofore, 
wholly unnecessary.
